"Licensed dietitian nutritionist" neans a person |licensed

under this Act to practice dietetics and nutrition services,

i ncl udi ng medi cal nutrition therapy. Activities of a

licensed dietitian nutritionist do not include the nedical

differential diagnosis of the health status of an individual.
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"Medical nutrition therapy eare"” neans the conponent of
nutrition care that deals wth:

(a) interpreting and recommending nutrient needs
relative to nedically prescribed diets, including, but
not limted to tube feedings, specialized intravenous
sol utions, and specialized oral feedings;

(b) food and prescription drug interactions; and

(c) devel opi ng and managi ng food service operations
whose chief function is nutrition care and provision of
medi cally prescribed diets.

"Medically prescribed diet" neans a diet prescribed when
specific food or nutrient levels need to be nonitored,
altered, or both as a conponent of a treatnment programfor an
i ndi vi dual whose health status is inpaired or at risk due to
di sease, injury, or surgery and nay only be perforned as
initiated by or in consultation with a physician |icensed to
practice nmedicine in all of its branches.

"Nutrition assessnment” nmeans the evaluation of the
nutrition needs of individuals or groups using appropriate
data to determine nutrient needs or status and nmake
appropriate nutrition recomendati ons.

"Nutrition counseling” neans advising and assi sting
individuals or groups on appropriate nutrition intake by
integrating information fromthe nutrition assessnent.

"Nutrition services for individuals and groups" shal
include, but is not limted to, all of the follow ng;

(a) Providing nutrition assessnents relative to
preventive mai ntenance or restorative care.

(b) Providing nutrition education and nutrition
counseling as conponents of preventive nai ntenance or
restorative care.

(c) Developing and managing systens whose chief
function is nutrition care. Nutrition services for

i ndi vi dual s and groups does not include nedical nutrition
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"Practice experi ence" means a pr epr of essi onal ,
docunent ed, supervised practice in dietetics or nutrition
services that is acceptable to the Departnent in conpliance
with requirenents for licensure, as specified in Sections 45
and 50. It may be or may include a docunented, supervised
practice experience which is a conponent of the educati onal
requirenments for licensure, as specified in Section 45 or 50.

"Registered dietitian" nmeans an individual registered
with the Comm ssion on Dietetic Registration, the accrediting
body for the Anerican Dietetic Association.

"Restorative" nmeans the conponent of nutrition care that
deals with oral dietary needs for individuals and groups.
Activities shall relate to the netabolismof food and the
requirenents for nutrients, including dietary supplenents for
grow h, devel opnent, maintenance, or attainnment of optinal
heal t h.

(f) A person fromproviding oral nutrition information
as an operator or enployee of a health food store or business
that sells health products, including dietary supplenents,
food, or food materials, or dissemnating witten nutrition
information in connection with the marketing and distribution
of those products.

(g) The practice of nutrition services by an educator
who is in the enploy of a nonprofit organization, as
authorized by the Departnent, a federal state, county, or
muni ci pal agency, or other political subdi vi si on; an
el ementary or secondary school; or a regionally accredited
institution of higher education, as long as the activities

and services of the educator are part of his or her
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enpl oynent .

(h) The practice of nutrition services by any person who
provides weight control services, provided the nutrition
program has been reviewed by, consultation is available from
and no program change can be initiated w thout prior approval

by an individual I|icensed under this Act, an__individual

licensed to practice dietetics or nutrition services a

dietittan--or--nutrition--counselor-tieensed in another state
that has licensure requirenents considered by the Departnment
to be at least as stringent as the requirenents for |icensure
under this Act, or a registered dietitian.

(1) The practice of nutrition services or dietetics by
any person wwth a masters or doctorate degree with a mgjor in
nutrition or equivalent froma regionally accredited school
recogni zed by the Department for the purpose of education and
research.

(j) Any person certified in this State and who is
enpl oyed by a facility or programregul ated by the State of
II'linois fromengaging in the practice for which he or she is
certified and authorized by the Departnent.

(k) The practice of nutrition services by a graduate of
a 2 year associate programor a 4 year baccal aureate program
froma school or program accredited at the tinme of graduation
by the appropriate accrediting agency recognized by the

Council on Higher Education Pestsecondary Accreditation and

the United States Departnment of Education with a major in
human nutrition, food and nutrition or its equivalent, as
authorized by the Departnent, who is directly supervised by
an individual |icensed under this Act.

(1) The Departnent may refuse to issue or renew, or may
revoke, suspend, place on probation, reprimand, or take other

disciplinary action as the Departnent my deem proper,

The determnation by a circuit court that a registrant is
subject to involuntary adm ssion or judicial admssion as
provided in the Mental Health and Devel opnental Disabilities
Code operates as an automatic suspension. This suspension
will end only upon a finding by a court that the patient is
no longer subject to involuntary adm ssion or judicial
adm ssion, the issuance of an order SO finding and
di scharging the patient, and the reconmmendati on of the Board
to the Director that the registrant be allowed to resune
practice.
